In response to the Restriction Requirement of October 17, 2003, in the above-identified 
U.S. patent application, applicants elect to prosecute, in this application, the invention set forth in 
claims 33-37, which are identified by the Examiner as Group I and which are drawn to a method 
of drawing paper webs through a longitudinal folding hopper. Further in response to the election 
of species requirement, the applicants elect, in Group I, the species of the invention identified by 
the Examiner as species A which reads on claim 35. It is beheved that claims 33 and 34 are 
generic. This election of species is made only in the event that no generic claim is finally held to 
be allowable.
